There was no doubt that o rob- 
hbery had been commited and that 
the Chinese had chr the rob- 
bers, They were exited and 
grieved and when they. met the 
accused at the stone steps they 
thought that these were the men 
and accused them. 

Mr. Sin dwelt on the mentulity 
of dhe witnesses and the “ditheult 
of such Chinese identifying Euro- 
peans with accuracy, especially 
when all were dressed in-blue, and 
more so in this ense where they 
were oxeited and jn a panic. 
was impossible for them to iden- 
lifv the intruders. 

Continuing, Mr, Sin said that 
the prosecution ihad stated that 
the Ohinese had identified the 
accused ny beine in the house. His 
reniv was that it was not posible 
to de so as they were seen there 
only for a short time. 

TIME QUESTION 

No doubt the witnesses being 
good friends ihnd chatted amony 
themselves on the testimony they 
were going to give and made every 
endeavour that such should tally. 

Another point he said was that 
all the witnesses ‘put the time o% 
between 8 and 8.5. How could 
they’ be so accurate? = To tihese 
poople time was no object and
